TROUBLES OF THE REARER. 

Writing on this subject in the Weekly /rish 

tb x Poultry Correspondent says :— 

Gapes—This is a trouble that is sure to 

make its i tgr somewhere every 

year. particularly in damp soil, where 
the gape-worn: ‘thrives. ‘hicks reared 
on dry ground that is free from disease, 
and’.having access only to clean, fresh 
water, will not be . attacked by gapes. 

In case ot an outbreak of “ gaping,’ 

| is a choice .of cures. Lhe 

oldest may | still be the best, but perhaps 

the most tedidus.. It entails ‘putting a 

feather which has been dipped in tur- 

pentine down the throat of the bird and 

turning it round so as to dislodge the worms 

and withdrawing the feather, so that it 
brings the worms away with it. Great 
care is required in doing this, so as ta 
avoid choking the bird or injuring a 
very delicate organ. Where a large num- 
ber of birds are involved it would be 
too tediods anyhow and the following 
might be tried instead :— 

The idea is to get the birds to cough up 
the worms which stick in the windpipe, 
and these remedies have been found 
successful : 

1. Place the chickens in a coop, after se 
slake some lime in it. Stir it well, 
that the birds will breathe the ro 
When ‘they cough up the worms, they 
should be removed and the worms 
burned. Be careful that none of the 
chicks becomes suffocated or exhausted 
from coughing. 

2 Divide a large box into two compartments, 

an upper and a lower. In the former 

rt place the infected chickens, in the 
atter burn carbolic acid in an iron 
saucer. The fumes will pass up through 
the holes in the floor and will act the 
same as the lime in making the birds 
cough. The same precautions should be 
taken in watching the birds while under 
treatment. To avoid further trouble, remove 

the treated birds and give the former a 

dressing of lime and a good rest before 

using again.

The Opposition believe 
in moderate tariffs, im only after in- 
vestigation as to the burden on the con- 
sumers as a whole and the possible benefit 
to the people 'as a whole. 

On the question of food taxes, the Govern- 
ment approves of food taxes as a ready means 
of getting funds and as a bem SN ee 
can escape; we are stron pos i 
principle to food taxes, and oad them as 
a last resort.

MEAT SUBSTITUTES 


Having from time to time dealt at some 
length with the cooking and serving of 
fish, I propose in this article to suggest 
other substitutes for meat dishes: There 
are plenty of vegetable dishes that will 
bé welcomed as a main course at lunch, 
or even at dinner, but—and this is a most 
important point for the dietitian—though 
vegetables are rich in the indispensable 
mineral salts and vitamins, they contain 
no fat and only a negligible amount of body- 
building protein. For protein we usually 
depend on foods of animal derivation: 
meat, fish, eggs and cheese. If, therefore, 
meat and fish go off the menu, their 
absence must be counterbalanced by the 
presence of eggs and cheese or nuts. Few 
people, except vegetarians, realise that

The 
historical root-source of: the present chaos 
was found in the Reformation which, instead 
of reforming abuses and repairing defects in 
the corner-stone of our culture, had destroyed 
its very foundations. It purported to 
liberate man from the ‘authority of the 
Church, and boasted that it turned him over 
to himself. | 

They had now arrived at the great new 
heresy—the theory. of man’s perfectability by 
his own unaided efforts. How could one be 
profoundly imaginative in the contemplation 
of man himself and his creation, the 
machine? The ingredients of a great art 
were present on the technical side of the 
modern painting ‘movement, but. it; would 
need a great spiritual revival of a Christian 
civilisation to galvanise into, action a move- 
ment that would give us a great art period. 
_ Man and the machine had been found want- 
ing and extremely limited as a driving force. 
The man motif failed so quickly that abstract 
art made its appearance to fill the need, but 
it, too, proved a shallow cul-dessac. Civilisa- 
tion must have some firm convictions before 
the artist can become really excited again. 
God alone is an inexhaustible source of in- 
spiration to man and to art.

GOVERNMENT NOTICES 
” PUBLIC NOTICE. 


SUMMER TIME. 


The Government made an Order on the 12th of 
February, 1940, entitled the Emergency Powers 
(No. 22) Order, 1940. The Order provides that 
Summer Time will begin at two o'clock West- 
European time in the morning of Sunday, the 
25th day of February, 1940. 

The Order does not apply to or alter the mean- 
ing of the expression “period of summer time ” 
where that expression occurs in the Intoxicating 
Liquor Act, 1927, or in the Road Traffic Act, 
1955. Accordingly, the period from 2 a.m. on the 
25th of February, 1940, to 2 a.m. on the 2ist 
of April, 1940 (the date on which Summer Time 
would begin if the Emergency Powers (No. 22)

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Alone among the leaders of Nazi 
Germany, Field-Marshal Goering has a 
way with him. Unser Hermann, as he 
is known among the elect, is a genial 
fellow, who has none of his.leader’s aloof- 
ness. He is & typical German of the beer- 
quaffing, rather sentimental class—hail- 
fellow-well-met with everybody, from the 
prince to the peasant. Yesterday the 
Field-Marshal broadcast to the farm 
workers of Germany, and it must be 
admitted that his speech was extremely 
clever propagahda. - The British, he 
declared, were trying once again to defeat 
Germany by means of an economic blockade 
and lying propaganda; but this time they 
could not succeed. The British blockade 
was full of holes. In the North, .in the 
East, and in the South the German people 
were able to obtain supplies with which 
the British were powerless to interfere; 
and, if certain raw materials were scarce 
in consequence of the blockade, native 
substitutes were being used which in.many 
cases were even better than the original 
raw materials. Germany, according to the 
gallant Field-Marshal, is economically 
invincible. Her strength in the military 
sphere is even greater—a fact which ought 
to be realised by the British péople, who 
at one time had a reputation for sound 
business reasoning. Field-Marshal Goering 
makes no mention of France. He seems 
to be interested only in Great Britain, 
for whom, apparently, he has what 
would be described in this country as “a 
dirty liking.’’ He would hate to see the 
overthrow of the British Empire, but un- 
happily it just has to be. Germany cannot 
be beaten in the field. She cannot be 
‘blockaded effectively ; therefore, she must 
win the war. ‘‘We do not live among 
plenty,” declared the Field-Marshal, ‘‘ but 
we do live among sufficiency.” The 
Germans’ ration of fat is greater than that 
with which the Englishman must content 
himself. While British grain ships are 
being sunk every day by German sub- 
marines, the Gérman Government has 
acquired a store of no less than seven 
million tons of grain, which have been 
stored in silos and warehouses. In 
addition to this vast reserve of essential 
foodstuffs, the German peasant will be 
expected this year to increase his pro- 
duction appreciably. There will be no 
shortage of agricultural labour, because, 
over and above the numbers of war 
prisoners who will be forced to work on 
the German land, there will be at least 
one million immigrants from Poland. 
If one is to believe Field-Marshal 
Goering, Germany’s victory is merely 
a matter of time. Britain and France, 
effete plutocracies, are doomed to 
destruction by the Deutsche Michel. The 
forethought of Herr Hitler has guaranteed 
to the German people an ample supply of 
all essential commodities; and before the 
war is over it is the British who will be 
going hungry, while the German always 
will have an adequate supply of sausage 
and beer, even if, occasionally, he will be 
required to restrict himself in regard to 
butter rations. There is something 
refreshing about Field-Marshal Goering’s 
broadcasts: he is the Winston Churchill 
of Germany, and it is to him, rather 
than to Herr Hitler, that the people 
of Germany look for guidance—or, at 
any rate, for comfort. Needless to say, 
there are flaws in the Field-Marshal’s 
reasoning. Probably he is just as well 
aware of this fact as we are; but he is 
entirely justified in his efforts to keep the 
German people quiet, and to convince 
them that, this time, they have perfidious 
Albion on the hip. We seem to remember 
talk of a similarly irresponsible kind 
twenty-five years ago, when Field-Marshal 
Goering was “a gallant, but undis- 
tinguished, member of the famous 
Richthofen ‘‘Circus.’’ Then the soldiers 
were forced to keep their mouths shut, 
and leave politics to the politicians. Now 
values seem to have changed entirely. It 
is the fighters who do most of the talking, 
not alone in Germany, bit throughout 


Aggravation may be said to be one

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disaffection among the American negroes. 
Probably they have not met great difficulty 
in that task, for feelings always have run 
fairly high between the coloured and the 
white peoples in America; but so far the 
propaganda has made no serious headway 
in swinging negro opinion over to the 
Japanese side. The negroes may not have 
great love fer the whites in America, but 
they have still less for the Japanese, 
especially since their much-vaunted policy 
of “‘ freedom for the coloured races”’ was 
abandoned so rudely in the case of China; 
and if war should come to-morrow between 
the Far West and the Far East, there can 
be no doubt at all on which side. the 
negroes would be found. One of their 
spokesmen said recently: ‘‘ There may be 
unfair discrimination at present in this 
country against the negroes, but it is still 
our country.. We want to improve it; not 
to betray it.” Japan, in her own eyes, 
may be suited pre-eminently to lead the 
coloured races to ‘‘freedom’’; but her 
promises are not likely to cut much ice 
with the hard-headed—and hard-boiled— 
American negro, 


Safer Beaches 


While the organisation of A.R.P. work 
has given a fillip to first aid classes in 
this- country, it has not touched the 
activities of the Royal Life Saving Society ; 
and, as the annual report of the latter 
body declares, far too few people realise 
the need for its services. It is by no 
means an uncommon occurrence to find 
‘cup-collecting swimmers of note who have 
not the foggiest idea of _ life-saving 
methods, and many lives have been lost 
through lack of this easily-acquired know- 
ledge. Ignorance of the proper methods 
of rescue from: drowning frequently has 


i caused the death of the would-be rescuer, 


as well as that of the person whom it was 
sought to save. It is a fact also that 
many lives are endangered by the treat- 
ment meted out to unconscious persons 
when taken from the water; the most 
popular delusion that persists is that it 
is a splendid idea to force some liquid— 
preferably alcohol—between the lips of the 
inanimate victim. One might imagine 
that any girl or boy from an elementary 
school in these enlightened days would 
realise the danger of forcing any liquid 
down the throat of an unconscious person ; 
but the practice is widely encouraged, and 
popular novelists are among the worst 
sinners in this respect. While the Royal 
Life Saving Society exists, there is no 
excuse for ignorance in these matters ; and 
we are glad to see that the Leinster, 
Munster and Connaught Branches can 
report advances in several directions 
during the past year. All the senior 
swimming clubs, and a number of junior 
clubs and young people's organisations, 
have become affiliated with the Socicty ; 
but, perhaps, moro important still is the 
fact that, for?the first time, Life Guards, 
trained in the Society's methods, have 
been employed by an Irish seaside 
authority—the Dun Laoghaire Borough 
Council. In appointing these men the 

Council has set a headline which 
should be copied by all the seaside 
authorities of the country without delay, 
especially in view of the fact that a larger 
number of tourists than usual is expected 
this year. The Society’s efforts to make 
our beaches safer for holiday visitors 
deserve every encouragement, and it is 
highly gratifying to know that many lives 
were saved by its members during the past 
season; but nothing should be left to 
chance. In addition to the appointment of 
fully-qualified life guards, the local 
authorities should see that they are pro- 
vided with pruper equipment—there have 
been too many cases of crumbling lifebelts 
and rotten ropes. The Royal Life Saving 
y will be happy to assist in every 
possible, and we trust that, in the 
annua) report, it will be able to 
chronicle a large increase in membership 
and the provision of adequate safeguards 
in all the principal holiday resorts around 
our coast.

open field, listened to a brief lecture on 
the latest anti-tank tactics. 

One of the most impressive demonstra- 
tions in to-day’s tour was that of a 
stupendous machine, known in the British 
Army as a “ bulldozer.’’ Driven by one 
man, this enormously powerful machine 
pushes in front of it a huge scoop, 
apparently as irresistible as the sea. It 
was used to-day in levelling great chunks 
of earth which had been torn up by a 
mechanical excavator. The “‘ bulldozer ”’ 
spread this heavy, frozen mass as evenly 
as if it had been soft sugar. So strong 
and adaptable is the machine that it can 
fill in a deep shell-hole, push a tank out 
of the way, or clear a path through the 
débris of fallen houses,

Might Do

S FRICTURES made recently on 
alleged lack of art-mindedness in 
our people and the incidence of re- 
sponsibility were the burden of the 
address of the President of the Royal 
Hibernian Academy (Mr. Dermod 
O’Brien) to-day, when opening the 
fourth Waterford Art Exhibition at 
Newtown School, Waterford. 

The President said that the other day 
the Rev. Myles Ronan, in a speech at a 
meeting of St. Mary’s College Literary 
and Dramatic Union, said that the Irish 
nation was not artistic, and complained 
generally that we in this country had not 
got an Irish art. Nevertheless, we had a 
tradition of 1,200 years of having the 
finest works of art, such as those of the 
Irish silversmiths, the Ardagh Chalice, the 
Cross of Cong, the Tara Brooch, the Book 
of Kells and other illustrated manuscripts 
which were quite unique. 

Father Ronan had not gone into the 
reasons for the lack of any sequence in 
art culture in Ireland. Our black ages 
had gone on for many centuries. It was 
easy to put all the blame on the brutal 
Saxon and the dreadful Norman; but, in 
reality, it was not much use. speculating 
as to what was the cause of these black 
ages in art. 


NATIONAL ART 


“ What we have to consider now,” said 
the President, “is how are we going to 
establish anything in the nature of 
national art in Ireland. By that I do not 
mean painting only, but all the arts. We 
have got to get the people generally to 
become more art-minded.”’ 

It was not so much necessary’ to get 
people to paint pictures or write verses as 
to get them to realise that these things 
are necessary and vital to the nation. At 
present the whole trend of our primary 
education was to make clerks or other 
office workers simply because people 
thought there was something material te 
be gained out ot that type of education. 

‘You hear plenty of people complaining 
that so much time is spent on teaching 
Irish and teaching through the medium 
of Irish because they say there is nothing 
to be got out of Irish. Now, I am not an 
Irish scholar, but to my mind that is an 
entirely wrong attitude. The point is that 
the Irish language is one of those things 
that will make us nation-minded, and 
make for the individuality of our people 
and for their own self-respect. We do not 
consider that half enough. I think we 
have got to look into the causes of the 
present state of art in Ireland and see 
what chance there is of doing better.” 

Mr. O’Brien said that he did not agree 
with Father Ronan’s criticism of errors 
of historical detail in painting. He 
thought rather Father Ronan had missed 
the point there. ‘‘ Our education, par- 
ticularly in the primary schools, is under 
—I do not know if you would call it the 
domination—the direction of the school 
managers, and the school managers in 
Catholic Ireland are generally the parish 
priests. 

“What chance,” he asked, “has a 
parish priest of directing the pupils’ mind 
on artistic lines? He has no tradition 
practically and he has never been educated 
to have these things at all. He knows 
nothing about the ecclesiastical arts— 
music, architecture, etc.—and, therefore, 
ecclesiastical art does not mean anything 
to him. Consequently, when you do get 
village school: masters who are interested 
in art and want to get something done 
about it, they are apt to be quenched by 
the priest, who is generally manager. 
These are not the things that. the 
people want,” he says. ‘The thing 
the people want the masters are told. is 
something to help them earn their bread 
and butter.” . 

Continuing, the President said that 
Father Ronan was quite right in saying 
that drawing and music ought to be taught 
in our schools, so that our ple would 
come to realise the value of these things, 


ART FOR CLERICS 


“I say that we must: get at the 
ecclesiastical powers that be, and make 
them insist on the young people who are 
going into Orders learning something 
about the ecclesiastical arts. We have no 
chair. of art in Maynooth College, or in 
any of the arts. It is the same in the 
Divinity School in Trinity College. It 
is important that they should have a 
knowledge of art, especially those who are 
going to stay in the country and, perhaps, 
be in authority in some beautiful churcn, 
Some of them have no notion at all how 
the beauties of the ancient churches should 
be preserved, nor of how to prevent the 
addition of horrible excrescences. It 
should be remembered that it is important 
to preserve what we havo in this country.” 
Concluding, Mr. O’Brien said of the 
Waterford Exhibition that it showed that 
there was a great effort by a number of 
different people to express themselves 
through a medium, which was not quite as 
common or right as it should be. The 
organisers of the Exhibition and of the 
permanent gallery in Waterford were 
tremendously to be commended. 

Mr. Robert Burke, who presided at the 
opening ceremony, thanked Mr. O’Brien 
for his presence, and said it was the first 
occasion on which Mr. O’Brien had come 
to Waterford in his official capacity. 
Mr. Patric Stevenson, proposing a vote 
of thanks to the President, said that his 
was the patronage which was most appre- 
ciated, because it gave generous assistance 
to artists and those who were promoting 
the cause of art.

WAR SAVES LIVES 


OF ROAD. DEATHS 


DUBLIN HAD’ MOST 
ACCIDENTS IN 1939 


_— + HO 


The outbreak of war is believed to have 
been responsible for saving many Irish lives. 
In issuing statistics dealing with road traffic 
accidents im 1939, the Garda Siochana state 
that the number of motor vehicles on the 
roads declined during the last four months 
of the year. at 

The returns show that 192 persons were 
killed and 4,089 injured in road traffic 
accidents in Eire during last year. 

These figures, while relatively high, repre- 
sent a decrease as compared with 1938, when 


226 people were killed and 5,558 injured. This | 


decrease is all the more noteworthy when it 
is borne in mind that there were more motor 
vehicles licensed in 1939 than in 1938. 


_ MORE VEHICLES 

The returns of the Department of Local 
Government and Public Health show that 
the total number of motor véhicles, including 
tramcars, under current licence in August, 
1939, was. 74,058, as compared with 69,596 
in August, 1938, but it was thought that 
since the outbreak of the war the number of 
motor vehicles in use declined. | 
The largest number of accidents was in 
Dublin, the figure ‘being 3,826.’ Of these, 44 
were fatal, 1,502 non-fatal, and 2,280 in 
which there was only material damage done. 
Of those killed, 26 were pedestrians, 10 were 
pedal cyclists, and the injured included 702 
pedestrians and 608 cyclists. 

In Dublin County there were 18 people 

killed, eight of them bei edestrians; in 
Kildare 13 people were killed, 
13, and in Cork County 9. As against, these 
figures, there were no fatal accidents in 
Limerick; only three in Cork City, none in 
Offaly and only one in Carlow, Mayo, Water- 
ford City and Wexford. i 

Pedestrians were the most unfortunate. 
Those under 14 years who were killed 
numbered 24, while those above that age were 


64. Sixty al cyclists and passengers were 
killed and 1,588 injured; 14 drivers of 


mechanically-propelled vehicles were killed 
and 512 injured; 10. motor cyclists and 
ge sh were killed and 143 injured, and 
4 drivers, passengers, etc., on horse-drawn 
vehicles were killed and 210 injured. 'Twenty 
of the 44 people killed in Dublin were 
pedestrians over 14 years old and ten were 
pedal cyclists and passengers.

The sending by President Roosevelt of Mr, 
Sumner Welles to Europe was described as 
‘very largely a political stunt’’ by Mr. R, 
M. Smyllie, presiding last night at a meetin 
of. the Presbyterian Association Literary and 
Debating Society, at which the subject of a

Under the title “Then and Now,” the 
article contrasted the despatch of Colonel 
House wit: the proposed mission of Mr. 
Welles, and expressed the View that there 
could be little isith in the outcome in view 
of the situation in Europe. 

Captain Neville Roberts opened the dis- 
cussion. 

Mr. G. L. Harris, Barrister-at-Law, said 
that no matter what ruler or Ministry was 
mm power m this country the Jrish Times 
continued to be the leading newspaper. It 
was an extraordinary thing that in 1920 no 
paper was so opposed to the Irish-Ireland 
movement, yet in 1922 and 1923 it 
again was the leading newspaper. 
regime, vigorously we LAE by the Jrish 
Times, went out of office, and no sooner was 
rts successor in being than the Jrish Times 
again became the leading newspaper; while 
to-day no newspaper in Ireland had the power 
of the /rish T'smes, and the Government knew 
it and res it.

Mr. W. F. Kenny, who disagreed entirely 
with the article, held that the article was 
more propaganda for the continuance of the 
war. The war eventually would have to be 
settled by negotiation, because they only 
defeated people by changing their minds, not 
by changing the position of their brains. He 
said that there was no hope for teh world 
until Christians practised what they practised. 

Mr. Smyllie said that it was quite possible 
that Roosevelt had the same idea as Wilson, 
who entered the war when House told him 
that ‘the Allies would win. At any rate, it 
was nonsense to say that the purpose was to 
secure information, because sevelt had 
extremely good Ambassadors in all those 
countries, and only recently he had sent one 
of them fying from Dublin to Brussels.

; LONDON, Thursday Night. 


HE course on which the substitute Derby 
Se and Oaks will be run is Newbury, and 
the date fixed for the two races is 
June 12 and 13. The conditions are adver- 
tised in the new number of the Racin 
Calendar, and both races close on the 27t 
of this month. ‘ 

They are advertised as the ‘‘new Derby” 
and the “new Oaks,’’ following the prece- 
dent of the substitute events of the last war, 
and are respectively of 100 sovs. and 50 sovs. 
each. The added money in the case of the 
Derby is 2,000 sovs., and in the case :f the 
Oaks 1,000 sovs., the second in each case to 
receive 10 per cent. of the stakes, and the 
third 5 per cent, 

The following proviso is added to the con- 
ditions of each race:—‘‘ Should the course at 
Newbury not be available, this race will he 
run on the Suffolk Stakes course at New- 
market.” This is, of course, a precautionary 
notice, in view of possible demands of the 
military authorities or some other Govern- 
ment department. 


A Satisfactory Course 


The probability is, however, that both races 
will be run at Newbury, and the decision to 
have them o the Berkshire course—the advan- 
tages of which have been pointed out several 
times in this correspondence—will, it may be 
said, Eo general satisfaction. Newbury is 
& good, true course, and the public will hive 
a far better chance of seeing the races than 
if they were run at Newmarket. 

The Two Thousand Guineas and the One 
Thousand Guineas have been re-opened, and 
are advertised to take place on the Bunbury 
Mile—1.e., the July course—on May 1 and 2. 
This, however, is a provisional notice, for 
on page 1 of the Calender there appears the 
following :— 

‘The Stewards of the Jockey Club have 
decided to close a new Two Thousand 
Guineas and a new One Thousand Guineas, to 
be run over the Bunbury Mile if the Rowley 
Mile is not available. These races will close 
on February 27th. lt is, however, probable 
that the Rowley Mile will be available for 
the Craven Meeting, and for at least three 
days of the First Spring Meetiig. Jn 
that event these two new races become void.” 

This sounds a little complicated at first, 
but is not really so. It means that there is 
a certainty of the July course being available, 
and a strong probability, but not a certainty 
of the Rowley Mile being usable. 


Horses Entered in 1938 / 


The course on which the races will actually 
be run is of considerable importance to owners 
who entered horses for the Two Thousand 
Guineas and One Thousand Guineas in 1938. 
If the races are run on the Rowley Mile, as 
advertised, all the easly forfeits will come in, 
and the values of the races should 
approximate to that of last year, when Lord 
Rosebery received £9,556 by the success of 
Blue Peter in the Two Thousand Guineas, 
and the One Thousand Guineas was worth 
7,952 guineas to Mr. R. 8, Clark, the owner 
of Galatea LI. 

There being only 2,000 sovs. added to the 
sweepstakes in the new Two Thonsand 
Guimeas and 1,000 sovs. to the sweepstakes in 
the new One Thousand Guineas, these races,
